“Kin-Chau is an im portant walled 
city (not an open port) at the h e a l 
of the golf of Lau Tung, and it com­ 
mands the mouth of the river Yaloo, 
where the great naval battle between 
Japanese and Chinese was fought, and 
the other im portant rivers which flow 
into the gulf. 
“It is about equi-distant between the 
mouth of the Yaloo river and

“The seizure shows that Russia has 
practically taken possession of Korea, 
M anchuria and the gulf of Lau Tung, 
and possesses a significance which will 
cause consternation among the diplo­ 
m ats of the old world.

London, Dec. 28.—Lord Salisbury has 
w ritten to United States Ambassador 
Hay, in response to America’s latest 
proposal in the Behring sea contro­ 
versy, th at Great Britain enter into an 
agreem ent with the United States, Rus­ 
sia and Japan to stop pelagic sealing. 
G reat B ritain declines to enter into 
such an agreement. 
Lord Salisbury 
says in substance that he has com­ 
municated w ith the Canadian govern­ 
ment. w’hich has the foremost inter­ 
est in the sealing question, and that 
Canada is unw’illing to become a party 
to such an arrangem ent as is proposed 
by the United States.

Manufacturers Are Firm - Propositions 
Made by the Men Are Rejected— 
committee To Meet Again 
Miners 
Decide To Hold a Conference at 
Chicago. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 28.—The lat­ 
est proposition of the operatives and 
the answ er of the m anufacturers have 
again left m atters in this city in rather 
an uncertain condition, although by 
many the outcome anticipated is an ac­ 
ceptance of the reduction by the oper­ 
atives, at least for the present. The 
proposition is understood to be a com­ 
promise between two factions in the 
conference committee, one favoring an 
immediate strike and the other post­ 
ponem ent of all action until March. 
It 
differs from w hat the m anufacturers, 
when they first heard of it, expected, 
and is a request th at the reduction be 
halved—th at is, 5% per cent until 
March I, when another conference is 
suggested to consider the questions 
prevailing at that time. 
The answ er of 
the m anufacturers is a rejection of the 
proposition, so th at there is nothing 
for the operatives to do but accept or 
oppose this reduction. 
The conference 
committee w’ill meet again.
